This- resolution, so often quoted by 


)emocratio speakers in tbe parry and 


least once re-affiruied by the national 


onvenlion of the party, may not un- 
airly be taken to be one 'of the tradi- 
ions of the party ; and what is it ? 
Jemocratio editors, even, will not deny 
bat it contains all that was ever claim- 
d by tbe ultra state rights advocates, 
nd a thoughtful reading of its clauses 
will show that it embodies the whole 


octrine of the right of secession. The 
gist of tbe resolution lies in the con- 
iluding clause, which lays down the 
loctrine that each state has not only 
he right to judge for itself concprning 
ntractions ot tbe compact, but also the 
•jgbt to determine for itself the mode 
if redress. 
In other words, according 


o the theory of the 
resolution, tbe 


state of Iowa would have the right to 
determine whether a law tbat was ob 
noxious to its people was not in viola 
tion of ''the compact,'' and have affirm- 
atively decided could choose U3 own 
mode of redress. 
Sucb doctrine of a 


necessity presupposes the idea of slate 
sovereignty. — the principle tbat 
the 


part is greater than the whole — and es 
tabhsbes beyond dispute tbe doctrine 
that a state may not only nullify a na- 
tional law and set the national author- 
ity at diSance, but it may in its sover- 
eign capacity decide tbat the "infrac- 
tion" is of such a character as to jus- 
tify its entire withdrawal from "the 
compact." 
What is this but the doc- 


irine of 
nullification and secession ? 


And yet the Democrats stiU point to 
these Kentucky resolutions of 1703 as 
one of the traditions to which it pledges

The general held his auditors for about 


one hour and a half in a masterly speech, 
expounding the principles of the two 
great political parties of the country and 
the records of the respective candidates 
for the presidency, drawing the pictures 
in all their outlines so plain that all pres- 
ent could not fail to learn much ot the 
history of the two parties. His speech 
was full of logic sentiments, and even 
democrats admitted that it was a fine 
speec'a, being plain and easy of compre- 
hension, and is a subject of much thought 
by the most intelligent portion of that 
party who were present. He demonstrat- 
ed that the democrats were waging an ag- 
gressive warfare against the principles 
and glowing record of the republican 
parly by resorting to false charges against 
their candidate for president, accusing 
the leaders of fraud and bribery, which 
were Ihe only arguments they attempted 
to produce, hut fell with its own dead 
weight. The speaker was mild in his re- 
marks about the democratic party and 
only told a few truths in reference to 
their opposition during the past twenty 
years to every measure which had for its 
object the best interests of the country at 
heart. No originality of its own, only to 
follow in the ruts of the republican party 
and adopt similar measures when out of 
dale and effect. The general closed his 
speech with an appeal to the republicans 
of Moultrie to be steadfast to their faith if 
they were weak m strength ; there is a 
brighter day dawning and not to give up 
the good old Ship of State, but battle for 
the right.

tion than they have so far received from 
ihe press. 
The following figures of 


comparison between the aggregates for 
the years 1879 and 1880 are especially 
important, as showing the effect prcn- 
duced by the amendment made to the 
Revenue law in 1879, which requires 
that schedules of personal property 
shall be made under oath instead of 
leaving the oath discretionary witb the 
Assessor as heretofore. 
The total as- 


sessed value of all personal property in 
1880 over 1879 is $13,461,000. 
01 


this inorease $3,090,000 is in the items 
of enumerated property, and $10,422,- 
000 in the items of nnenumerated prop- 
erty. The enumerated articles, such as 
horses, cattle, etc., are those which are 
not very easily concealed from tbe As- 
sessors, while the unenumerated, con- 
sisting of moneys Joined and in bank, 
etc., are roost readily concealed. 
The 


total increase is nearly equal to 9 per 
cent of the total assessment for 1879 ; 
but, as was to be expected, the larger 
part of the increase iis in the unenu- 
merated ^property. 
The amendments 


made in 1879 are known to have been 
agreed on in the conference between 
the members of the. Legislature repre- 
senting the farming ,•'and the moneyed 
classes, the former, agreeing to the 
clause which gives greater force to tax 
deeds in consideration of the agree- 
ment of the latter to the clause requir- 
ing personal property to be listed uoder 
oath. Both parlies can now perceive 
the effect of this conference. It should 
be stated, however, that it is well 
known that many of the Assessors did 
not, in»fact, require tbe oath to the 
schedule, but accepted them in many 
oases without it, thereby defeating the 
object of the amendment. Further al- 
lowance should also'be made for tbe 
fact that, during the past year, a vast 
amount of wealth has poured into the 
State from tbe sale of wheat and other 
crops of last year. /It is well known 
that the country was full of money on 
the 1st of May from/these sources, and, 
in fact, ihe returns show an increase of 
more than $3,000,000 in this item, 
alone.
